Mosque attack kills at least 235

CAIRO — In the deadliest-ever 
attack by Islamic extremists in 
Egypt, militants assaulted a 
crowded mosque Friday during 
prayers, blasting helpless 
worshippers with gunfire and 
rocket-propelled grenades and 
blocking their escape routes. At

least 235 people were killed be- 
fore the assailants got away. 

The attack in the troubled 
northern part of the Sinai Penin- 
sula targeted a mosque fre- 


quented by Sufis, members of a 
mystic movement within Islam. 
Islamic militants, including the 
local affiliate of the Islamic State 
group, consider Sufis heretics be- 
cause of their less literal inter- 
pretations of the faith. 

The bloodshed in the town of 


Bir al-Abd also wounded at least 
109, according to the state news 
agency. It offered the latest sign 
that, despite more than three 
years of fighting in Sinai, the 
Egyptian government has failed 
to deter an Islamic State-led in- 
surgency. 

President Abdel-Fattah el- 
Sissi vowed that the attack “will

persists 


Some say Florida needs 
a registration system

A gubernatorial candidate 
has mocked it, Florida’s top 
hunting and wildlife official 
apparently has determined it 
won't happen and multitudes 
of outdoor enthusiasts have 
scorned it. 

But the state Fish and Wild- 
life Conservation Commis- 
sion’s consideration of adopt- 
ing a registration fee for kay- 
aks, canoes and other boats 
without motors remains stub- 
bornly afloat, say critics of the 
would-be measure. 

“Tt will never go away,” said 
Brack Barker, a kayaking 
guide near Gainesville, who 
opposes registration and fees 
for small boats without mo- 
tors. 

He said the idea has sur- 
faced, been rejected and re- 
turned again repeatedly in 
past years. 

“I can guarantee you it’s 
still a hot-button issue,” 
Barker said. 

The concept is set for dis- 
cussion Tuesday during a 
meeting in Howey-in-the- 
Hills of the Boating Advisory 
Council, which reports to the 
state Fish and Wildlife Con-
